■•w Far a Ju«1ge May Go in Joking and 
Maintain the Ol^nlty of the Court. 

If a body of men are engaged in work of 
any kind and tbeir leader insists on playing 
the wag, the moral atmosphere soon l)ecomes 
entirely unsuited to t he discharge of affairs. 
If, then, when lawyers are engageil in the 
solemn and important duties of a court ot 
law, an example of frivolity is set b}* the per¬ 
son in authority, it is pretty certain that the 
public interest will suffer. 

The principle which can be applied to de¬ 
termine bow far it is allowable for a judge 
to exercise his gift of humor stand.**, there¬ 
fore, thus: Nothing should l>e said by him 
which can in any way destroy tlie essential 
sense of seriousness which should pervade a 
court of justice, or introduce a temper of 
jocular familiarity, such as must infallibly 
breed contempt. As a matter of fact it will 
be found that su<’h 11 rule is practically ob¬ 
served by most of the judges and that its op¬ 
eration does not in the least rut us off from 
that species of - judii inl wit which is most 
worth preserving. It prevents the court 
from being turned into a l)enr garden, but 
leaves ample scoi>e for snubbing an impudent 
or restraining a tiresome adv<Mnte wittily, 
and for placing the rp*-ults (d an investiga¬ 
tion or of the application of a legal jninciple 
ill the sha)s> r)f an epigraui. 

For example, it cannot Ik* :^aid that tlie dig 
nity of the <*ourt suffer«**l in the least when 
Baron Maule used his extraordinary jK»wer 
of humor ton^lmke Mr. (’n*ssweirKinordiriate 
nrrogain’e. i'ounscl had lM*en treating the 
l>ench throughout hi*' s|H*ech with the utmost 
lack of courtt‘sy. At la.-^t the jmlge could 
l>ear it no longer and stop{x>d him: “Mr. 
t!resswoll, I am jM*rf4*ctly willing in admit 
my vast inferiority to youi’Mdf. Still I am a 
vertebrateil animal, and for the last, half 
hour you have s}K)ken to me in language 
which (IikI Almiglity liinwlf would hesitate 
b) addiHX'S to a bl.irk be^'th*.'* 

Su(*h phruM's wen* not. w<* imagine, likely 
to make Haron .Mauh* > ronrt unmanageable, 
or to let coun.s<*l gj*t out of hand. Surely it 
is absurd to f«iy that tlie exercise of such wit 
must l)e condcmiictl, l>ecause we protest 
against the u.m* of an ill time<l, ill judge<l and 
jaunty j«K'ularity. Th** one neisl never for a 
inoiiient lower the lone of the court. The 
other, “easy, vnlgai-, and therefore disgust¬ 
ing,” is sure to end in a I 0 S.S of dignity and 
respect.

Of all thu portraits taken of that cele¬ 
brated Canadian, Erastus Wiman, the one 
from which the above picture has been 
made is the best.

London during the Eighteenth century 
was far ahead of New York in fire appa¬ 
ratus, but during the halcyon days of the 
American volnntet'r system, and during 
the early days of steam fire engines, New 
York shot far ahead of her old mother 
aero.ss the ocean. While I^indon had the 
primitive fire engines, which, it is true, 
were worked by jveople who were con¬ 
sidered too old for any other purpose, 
their princijial oiierators being old w'o- 
lacn, lines of New Y’orker.s were pa.ssing 
buckets filled with water from the North 
and East rivers. 

After relying on these for more than 
lialf a century, they sent to London and 
secured some engines such as were tlien 
in n.se there. These engines wore the 
iH'ginning of the New York lire depart¬ 
ment. Out of those who were accus¬ 
tomed to take them to fire.s grew the 
volunteer sy.stem, which attained its 
greatest iierfection and prominence in 
the "fifties.” Then hand engines were 



rule. During the first half of the 
Eighteenth century the insurance com- 
pani<e Nigan by keejiing fire engines for 
the iiurpose of protecting property 
which they held in.surance.s, and in 1733 
ollices combined undei the title of 
the London Fire Engine establishment. 
Others were giiidiially added till all the

They have 
some ingenious contrivances for saving 
life in London, one of the most useful 
of which is a canvas shute, in whieli a 
person may come down anil Is- reeeiied 
bv the firemen without injury, ( apt. 
Evre M. Shaw is chief of tho hrigade. 

The New Y'ork department, when 
steam fire engines were adopted, was 
built entirely anew. Tho matiagement 
was placed in the hands of commission¬ 
ers, the command being given to a chief. 
In New Y'ork there arc nearly double the 
nnmlierof firemen employed in London, 
being about 1,000 in all. The steamers 
number 85, and tlie fact that there are 
no hand engines, as in I.,i)ndon. indicate 
that the iieojile of the United States are 
far more ready to throw o(T the old than 
the people of England. But in New 
York there are 3 water towers, 33 hook 
and ladder trucks, 10 chemical lire en¬ 
gines, 130 chemical extinguishers, with 
85 miles of hose and 54 hose tenders. 
Charles O. Shay is chief. 

This force and aiiparatus protect the 
alxsles and the goods of less than 
2,tK)0,000 of people, while tho Ixnidoii 
fire brigade is siqiliosed to proteet a eily 
of some 4,.500,00<I. It will appear lhat 
the New York apparatus is more moilern 
from tho excess of steamers tind the 
“chemicals.”

The hoi ses are 
BO placed that they can la- liarne.sscd in 
the nuickest jsissihlc time, and learn, 
when they hear the gong which is struck 
by electricity, that they arc going to race 
to a fire, and arc eager to lie olT. 

The appurtenances for use at tires have 
lieen increasing in ingenuity till there 
are now water towers, telescope ladders, 
life saving luaiks with cross pieces for 
climbing and IimiIs for cxliiigiiisliing in 
profusion. Rut of late years a new 
problem lias been staring the firemen in 
the facB: that is, 
the height of the 
town hnilding.s 
such as are being 
put n|i in New 
Y'ork, Chicago 
and other large 
cities. No lire ap¬ 
paratus has yet 
lieen devi.sed for

To 
sum it all up, this new Uirn republic bus 
perhaps 12,000,000 iKiiplc. of whom but 
a third arc white, nearly half colored, 
ono-tonth or so degraded heathen, and 
live-si.xtlis unable to read. Americans 
would not, ill the present state of their 
own iKilitics, consider tliat very promisr 
ing material for a republic. 

Tlic trade of Brazil is really quite im- 
jMirtant for so limiteil a population, and 
this is the point of most enduring inter¬ 
est to Americans. For many years Bra¬ 
zil's export.s have averaged $150,000,000, 
occasionally running much higher, and 
her imports $125,000,000 or more. Like 
most new and jHior countries, with lavish 
abundance of raw materials, her exiiorts 
are apparently much greater than her 
imiKirts. To the Cnited States Brazil 
.siinda nnnuallv about $J4,000,(X)0 worth 
of coffee 812,600.000 of rubber, $0,500,- 
000 of sugar and $1,500,000 of skins, 
other prixlucts being in many minor 
ckiases. Her imports from the United 
States are relatively quite small. Her 
trade with Great Britain may lie said to 
nearly balance—alxiut $80,000,000 ex- 
IKirts to $33,000,000 imports from Eng¬ 
land yearly. 

If one might venture a projihecy as to 
the future of Brazil, it would naturally 
lie something like tliis; The present re¬ 
public will run a little more rei'klessly 
than the empire did, but still with some 
degree of conservatism as long as the 
power is kept in the bands of the edu¬ 
cated few. In no long time, liowever, 
by concession or by revolution, tlie pow 
er will fiass to the many, !ind then will 
come the "bloixly sweat” through which 
all these prematurely Ixirii lepublKM 
have to jiass Is'fore tlieir iKxipli; learn 
self government. And, Iinally. there is 
gooil reason to exjiect that the whites 
will retreat to tlie limited area most fa¬ 
vorable to them, and in time tlie negroes, 
strengthened by black immignitinn from 
other nations, will fill tlie cf nt; :;l region 
and rule the country.

—if that amounts to anything nowadays. 
D.an I’eilro iil.so has three sons. His sec¬ 
ond daughter. Leopoldina. married 
Prince August of Saxe-Coburg, and left 
fiiiir sons. 

The future of the republic of Brazil is 
tiomewhat cloudy. Its area is a little 
larger than that of the United .States, 
exchisive of Alaska, and next to Russia 
ihe largest continuous tract under one 
government, covering at le.ast H.200,000 
.sijiiare miles—from .5 degrees north to 
;,;t south of Hie e<iuator. An enumerti- 
lion of its luoducts and resources is sim¬ 
ply l«-wildering. It has, for one item, a 
million square miles of virgin tropical 
forest, in one small section of which 
Agassiz found 117 species of valuable 
Woods and such a vicious variety of 
snakes and insects that their “liotanical 
namis" alone would fill this column. 
Yet in all the republic there are cef- 
tainly not more than 12.000,0(K) jieoplc 
(some put it as low ns 8.(HM),000), and 
only one-third of them are of the Aryan 
(.ir ( aucasiani race. There were origi¬ 
nally about Hid tribes of Indians, of 
which at least a dozen remain.

Ill youth the vigor of the system is 
often so great that if ouo organ Iw sluggish 
another part will make amends for the de- 
flcieiicy by acting vicariously, and witliout 
any consequent damage to iUself. In old age 
the tasks can not he tims sliifted from one 
organ to another; the work nllottisl to eacli 
sufllciontly taxes .‘ts strengtli, and vicarious 
action can not be iierformod witliout mis¬ 
chief. 

Hence tlio imiiortniiee of mniiitaiiiing, ag 
far as imssihle, the cqiialile action of all the 
iKxlily organs, so that the share of the vital 
processes assigned to I'.aeli shall lie ))ro|)erly 
aeconiiilished.

Itn^K^ne a point In midair about two 
miles above New York city, and you 
have the elevation at which over l.OdO 
miners in Colorado spend the holiday 
season. Tliey are shut in by snow and 
ice, and for months to come they will 
know as little about what is going on in 
the busy world as though they were sail¬ 
ors on some vessel frozen up for the win¬ 
ter jyuid the icel)erg8 of the Arctic re¬ 
gions. Early in the fall, before the 
snow flies, they are housed in on some 
of the lofty peaks of the Rocky mount¬ 
ains. and.not until May or June will they 
again mingle with their fellow men. 

It is often the case that some oneof the 
Ixiys is a good fiddler, and Christinas l 
night ho will rosin the bow, tune up the 
old fiddle, and with alternate "pards" for 
girls the bo 3'8 will dance and make 
merry. 

Rut there are those who arc not as for¬ 
tunate as the miners who are shut up in 
the hig mine for the winter. There are 
the lonely cabins, far up on the mountain 
hide, many miles distant from human 
liahitation. Hero three or four men are 
snow hound together for the winter. 
Often there are just two "pards," and 
“jiard” in the mining camps means al¬ 
most the same as ‘•comrade" does in the 
army. Their Christmas meal is a frugal 
one, and with c.ager longings their hearts 
veil! reach out from that deep gorge 
or lofty ix'ak to eastern home*, and 
wonder what the loved ones there are 
doing.

CLEVELAND SOLDIERS’ MONUMENT. 

A Rare and Bmutlful Strncture to be 
Completed In 1801. 

The soldier and sailors' monument 
soon to be erected in Cleveland, O., will 
be one of ^the most imposing memorial 
structures in the country. 

The monument will be erected in the 
public square, where it can be seen for 
miles on all approaches. It will be sur¬ 
rounded by a lawn studded with beauti¬ 
ful patterned flower beds, representing 
the Grand Army and Loyal Legion 
badges, flanked with the different corps 
badges of the army. The lower espla¬ 
nade will have, bordering the terrace, a 
row of low posts in the form of the muz¬ 
zle ends of cannon sticking out of the 
ground, on the top of which will be

ilaniiiig cannon balls connected by a 
massive chain. Ix'adiiig from the lower 
to the up|X'r esplanade, at the four cor¬ 
ners of the tnomiinent, will be quarter 
circle slejis, each flight twenty-eight 
feet w ide .at the bas<'. Here the monu¬ 
ment i)rop«‘r Ix'gins. 

The shaft will be of black granite, 
twelve feet sipiare at the base. The 
column, including the capital, jiedestal 
and surmounting figure of Columbia, 
will bo IS.'i feet in height. The shaft will 
l>e built up of B«!Ctious or layers live feet 
deep, with a gradual taper to the top. 
At every other bedding joint of the 
courses will be a massive bainl of cast 
bronze, on which will lx- inscribed the 
most prominent battles of the war. The 
capital will also be of cast bronze, the 
four sides of which, below the volutes, 
will be detailed to l•l■|)resent the four 
branches of the service. In the lower 
pedestal or ba.si' of the column, where it 
passes up through tlie building, w ill be 
eight large pallets of marble, represent¬ 
ing the “Eiuaiicijiation” and other strik¬ 
ing incidents of the w ar. 

Kncircling the column will be the relic 
room, forty feet sijuare and twenty feet 
high. The doors of the vestibules will 
be of bronze, with rich jianels. The 
floor will be laid in jiatterns of colored

in the condition of single blessedness. Prob¬ 
ably tho above amiouncement is to lie ex- 
plainisl by a measure now before the parlia¬ 
ment of Victoria, and which will, in all prob¬ 
ability, shortly liecome law. This is the so 
calleil divorce law amendment bill, by which 
in that isirtion of the British empire the dis-' 
solution of tho marriage tie is to bo greatly 
facilitated. 

By this measure a divorce may be grants 
on various grounds not hitherto admitted as 
justifying so extreme a remedy. Desertion 
or habitual drunkenness, with neglect or 
cruelty on the fiart of either husband or wife, 
will henceforth enable either to obtain a di¬ 
vorce a mensa et tlioro. If either commits a 
violent assault on the other, or is convicted 
of crime, tho injured party may, in either 
case, demand not a mere judicial separation, 
but a filial and complete dissolution of the 
marriage. Iz-gislation of this sort is calcu¬ 
lated to shock not a few jxople in this coun¬ 
try, but there can lie no doubt that the public 
fei'ling is overwhelmingly in its favor in

Those who can play upon any instru¬ 
ment should be secured first, and then a 
quartet choscii, if iK)S8it)le, to^ make up 
one. and lliese same singers can also be 
relied ni»on each for a solo. They are 
useful as interludes between otherthings, 
even if tliey do not sing very well, and 
if they sing beyond the average they are 
doubly valuable. 

In these days, and^ in mixed assem¬ 
blages, there is always'^some one who 
recites, and we have lc.arncd to listen to 
them witii praiseworthy p.atience, and 
so one or two recitations may l)e given, 
one tragic or dramatic; one or two others 
should 1)0 humorous, if possible. People 
who have precocious children are apt to 
put them forward on this part of the 
programme, and it requires great tact 
and judgment on tho parjt of the mana¬ 
ger to keep them from attempting some 
piece tli.at the most capable elocutionist 
would scarcely dare to undertake.

QUEER TEMPERED RAZORS. 


ShaTlng Imtramants DIaciuMd from the 
Metaphyileal Faint of Tlew. 

“When I say that a razor has a good tem- 
pa-/ said a barber to a reporter, “I mean 
Bomethlng more than that the steel has been 
hardened by fire and^water to just the right 
point. In my opinion a razor has a disposi¬ 
tion like a human being. It may be amiab!' 
and always do its work smoothly—though I 
never did see a razor yet that wasn’t subject 
to off spells once in a while—or it may be 
sulky half the time and refuse to cut prop¬ 
erly, even if the best of tools when in a good 
humor. And what you’ve got to do is to 
humor it. There’s no use trying to drive a 
razor that doesn't want to shave; you’ll only 
put yourself out, maybe cut the customer 
and make the razor so angry that it won’t 
work again for goodness knows how long. 
The thing to do is to put it right away in a 
drawer, without disputing the matter, and 
give it a rest.

By use these teeth were bent out of 
shape; but if the razor was put away for a 
while the teeth would get b^k into adjust¬ 
ment again and the tool would once more ap- 
j)ear sharj). Of course, that all sounds very 
well, but I stick to my theory just the same. 
And I ought to know, for I’ve seen more 
razors, and handle<l ’em, than that bald 
heailed old professor ever dreamed of.” 

“It seems to me,” said the reporter, upon 
whom the tonsorial artist was operating, 
“that the razor j-ou are using upon me at 
this moment must lie suffering from no small 
degree of irritation on some account or otlier, 
juilging by the way it hurts.”

“I’ve been thirty years in the business,” 
went on the barber, accompanying his words 
with a brief shampoo, “and what I don’t 
know about the ways of razors isn’t worth 
knowing.

most skillful workman can’t 1 k‘ sure of get¬ 
ting two jii.st alike. It is in the 'tem[ier draw¬ 
ing' proce.ss that the quality of the razor is 
determined. 1-aid n|Kin a plate of hot sand 
the blade <!)anges gradually from a light 
yellow to a dark straw color, and it is by this 
.•olor that the workman must judge of the 
ilegree of temper. If it is a shade too light 
the stetd will be too soft, if a shade too dark 
it wall b.i too hard and will laaimble. So it 
hapiiens that razors of the stimc brand always 
vary and a really fine one is a )irize. 

“But no man can tell a goisl one vvluai ho 
goes to buy with any certainty unless he is 
given an opportunity to try it on a hone. In 
that ea-se if he is an exjiert lie can judge. 
Ninety per eeiit. of all the razors used in this 
country are made in Kngland, though deal¬ 
ers have put their own names on them. I 
should a Ivi.se any man who shaves himself 
to have a razor for e.aeh day in the week. 
Then no one of the seven will ever get tired, 
and if they are all honed oiiee a t ear it w;ll 
be enough. The chief truuhlejwith beginners 
at shaving is that they don’t know bow to 
strop their razors. If they would get some 
oue that knew how to show them that, and 
always have their lather thick and rub it in 
well, they would lie saved a great deal of dis¬ 
tress. NextWashingtoii Star.

Ask her advice, sometimes, 
and follow it as far as possible ; it will make 
her very happy to know that, at last, she is 
getting old enough to be a real help to 
mother. .She will begin to cultivate her 
tastes, taking y>u as a model, so that she 
may the more readily offer suggestions in the 
future. Unconsciously she will adopt your 
ideal as her own, and when that point is 
reached, there is no knowing to what extent 
she will ever after trust your advice. 

I know a family where the .laughter is now 
a young woman of excellent judgement. She 
has always been the confidante and “chum” 
of her mother who is her dearest and most 
intimate friend. In the same family the 
,boys also feel that nearness and love toward 
mother. 

It is well to give a daughter something 
which she may call her own, and that will 
bring in spending money, as well as to give 
it to the son. .''he should be made to feel that 
she is not dependent, but that her share in 
the wo.-k entitles her to a share in the 
profits. 

A family I have in mind raises a great 
number of chickens every year. One year 
the mother tends to them and has the pro¬ 
ceeds. Next year the daughter has them 
and so on, each person doing whatever he 
pleases with the earnings. But let me 
say here, it always goes for a “family 
present,”—something to gladden each mem¬ 
ber of the household. 

I know instances where the daughter 
would be far better off had the m')ther no 
influence whatever over her. Shame, that 
each a state of affafrs should exist ! The 
mother seems as greatly pleased over the 
daughter s success in catching fortnightly i 
beaux, as other mothers feel when their | 
daughters receive prizes for efficient work in J 
school. They proudly exhibit the packet I 
of love letters the daughter as received in I 
one week—not from one, but from half a 
dozen young men! 

How careful we should be as to the com¬ 
pany our daughters keep f Lookout upon 
the street of any town, from about sundown 
till nine o’clock, often later, and what do 
we see? Young girls, dressed in their 
best, walking two and two, or in groups, op 
one street and down another, or standing 
chatting with some youth upon a street | 
corner. These are all somebody’s daughters, j 
Are they yours ! Perhaps some mothers 


will ask, “ What harm, so long as there are 
other girls with her Ah, yes ' But whi 
are the other girls, and lor what purpose do 
t.'iey walk there, anyway ! Usually for a 
chance conversation with some young man, 
or for looks of admiration from those who 
can not find an excuse to talk. 

Do you suppose these daughters are the 
confidential companions of their mothers, or 
that they repeat to them even half of the 
conversation which passes between them 
and their girl friends, or between them and 
their favorits young men ? 

For some reason there is a sad lack in 
child training nowadays; we need more of 
the .''partan discipline. Where does the 
trouble lie? Mostly, I believe, in the 
mother's failure to secure the laving confi¬ 
dence of her child. 

The mother, like the American people 
generally, is in too much of a hurry. At 
the time when the future looks so targe and 
mysterious, when there are a thousand ques¬ 
tions arising in the daughter’s mind which 
she wishes someone could answer, and she 
hardly knows tkatshe is stepping from child¬ 
hood into anew sphere, who is better fitted 
to settle all the doubts, answer the ques¬ 
tions, and point out the beauties of a pure 
and perfect womanhood, than mother ? 

If you have not previously secured your 
daughters confidence, however, be sure that 
it will nokdie given you then ; for her tim¬ 
idity and bashfuliiess will be greater at that 
time than ever before. If she does not go to 
you, she gathers a little information from one 
young friend a little more from another, and 
very likely none of it correct, and much of 
it harmful; but it helps to form that charac¬ 
ter, which, at that age, grows more stable 
and life-lasting. 

Half of the girls we meet to day between 
the ages of thirteen and seventeen, are going 
out in company without either mother or 
father accompanying them. Either they go 
alone, or with a young girl or young man as 
easily influenced as themselves. Theso 
young people have an idea that their par¬ 
ents are growing old and are of a different 
generation from themselves, and therefore 
they neither understand nor sympathize 
with them ; so they seek suggestions from 
those whom they think will coincide with 
their views, and with the times generally. 
Toget married early, is often their chief aim; 
“for what" they say, “is more disagreeable 
than an old maid ! ’ 

This reminds me of the last verse of a 
poem I read long ago and which, I think, 
forms the foundation of too many girl-mar¬ 
riages. 

“And now I'm in haste for my wedding,. 
I'm in earnest and can't be denied ; 

Twill be such a beautiful romance. 

To be called ‘the little girl bride.’" 

But soon the "little girl bride” grewe 
into a heart-sore, discontented mother wbe 
vainly (|uestinns “why didn’t mother teach 
me to wait until I was old enough to under¬ 
stand what marriage means !” 

What nobler calling than that of wife and 


mother ! But how sad when the mother it 
but a child herself and whoTv ut\tit .for the 
care of God's pure blossoms.

A railroad is a railroad, isn't it? The 
piihlie thinks so. Hut under the surface, 
railroads are sometimes built to sell. l-’„r 
instance, there is a piece of road I re¬ 
cently saw that is laid with rails of thir¬ 
ty iMiunds to the yard —l((5.(jt)0 pounds 
of iron to the mile of trade. Now, a k,. 
cal street car company will put seventy- 
eight iiound steel rails down—374..‘iGO 
pounds to the mile, or 137 tons and .7(18 
|)ounds. great many trunk lines arc 
laying ninety-si.'c |)ound steel rails— 
J3i.930 pounds, or 108 tons anil 1,930 
pounds to the mile. At .830 a ton to iron 
the lifst would cost .81.09(1 a mile, tho 
last $.7,0i0, .Sit it will he si’cn how rail¬ 
roads are bnill to sell. Hut this is not 
all the saving. Sometimes it is cheaper 
to build two miles of track arotind a hill 
than half a mile straight through; and 
the miles count in selling, especially 
western ro;ids. Then, 1 have .seen rails 
s|)iked lit ipiarters and centers, or, at 
most, half the ties skipited. There is also 
a difference hetween eight inch clear 
whitc’oak ties without sap, si.steen inches 
lietween centers, ami •■culled" or .soft 
wood lies two feet apart.
